SECURITY: 

In the OCS contribution to the annual report to PFIAB, for FY 67 
Mr. Briggs noted that computer techniques need to be 
developed and tested for absolute protection of compar tmented 
computer data files while such files are being processed 
on a computer in a time-sharing, multi-programming, or 
multi-processing environment. Without a solution to this 
problem which satisfied the operating officials who have 
prime responsibility for security measures, much of the 
processing capability of computers will be sacrifiedd in 
the Intel Community. 

Several studies were made resulting in improved security 
procedures for ADP activities and further development 
and test activities were planned to meet the more complex 
security implications of time-shared computer systems.
